The above description and drawings of the invention are for purposes of description 
and are not intended for limitations of the invention. What is claimed is: 

1) A structure for theatrical presentations comprising: 

a plurality of individual theaters eft ch of which has two segregated levels of seating 
for two classes of patrons and 

a third level separate from the [segregated seating levels for a motion picture 
projection camera. 

2) A structure described in claim 
at least one regular motion picture proj 
motion picture projection theater. 

3) A structure described in claiml 1 wherein each segregated seating level has 
seating for disabled patrons at areas other than only at the very front of the theater. 

4) A structure described in claim 1 wnerein one seggrated seating area of the theater 
is comprised of a balcony and the other s« gregated seating area is comprised of a lower 
ground level

sound speakers placed throughout the Jhecfter so as tqeleminate sound dead spots in the 
theater.

theater.
